For a period of three months in the Spring, Mrs. Joseph lent to the Gallery 
her famous example of Vermeer of Delft, “ The Soldier and the Laughing Girl,” 
which attracted many visitors. 

Two Pictures, viz. : No. 513, “ Christ in the House of Martha and Mary,” by 
Rubens, and No. 57, “The Supper at Emmaus,” by Jordaens, were lent to the 
Exhibition of Flemish Art in Brussels. They were safely returned at the close of 
the Exhibition. 

A selection of Engravings was lent to the Royal Hibernian Academy for its 
Exhibition of Prints held in November. They were safely returned. 

The photographing of Pictures in the Gallery for the purpose of an Illustrated 
atalogue was begun, and has since been completed. It is hoped to issue the 
Catalogue by the end of the present year. 

During the year tickets of admission to copy in the Gallery were issued to 27 
persons— 24 ladies and 3 gentlemen. The total number of attendances by artists 
and students was 945.

DESCRIPTION OF PICTURES ACQUIRED DURING THE YEAR. 


1. Frans Pourbus, the Younger (1569-1622). Flemish School. 

Portrait of a Lady, nearly full length; in white satin with brocade bodice and 
sleeves, and black mantle trimmed with white bows; and wide lace-edged 
ruff. A large medal with head of Christ hangs from her neck by a heavy 
gold chain. In her right hand a rosary. 

Purchased from Messrs. Sulley & Co., London. 

Numbered 606 and hung in No. XV. Gallery. 

2. Patrick Vincent Duffy, R.H.A. (1831-1909). 

Landscape ; view of a Common near Wicklow. 

Purchased from the Artist's widow. 

Numbered 608, and hung in No. XIII. Gallery. 

3. Christian Wolfgang Heimbach (c. 1637-1660). German School. 

Interior of a room, with two men seated at a table, conversing with a woman 
who stands by. 

Purchased from A. H. Buttery, London. 

Numbered 610, and hung in No. XVII. Gallery. 

4. William Mulready, R.A. (1786-1863). British School. 

In the foreground a nude figure of a woman seated on a bank of a stream. Other 
figures in background. 

Purchased in London through Sir Hugh P. Lane. 

Numbered 611, and hung in No. XIII. Gallery. 

5. Benjamin Wilson (1721-1788). British School. 

Portraits of Mr. and Mrs. Richardson. Two figures standing on right of 
picture, with extensive landscape beyond. The lady is in a grey silk 
dress with black mantle ; the man in light green coat and breeches, and buff 
waistcoat. Two dogs and a fountain in the foreground.

6. Pieter Aertz, called “Lange Pier” (1607 or 1508-1576). Dutch School. 

A half length figure of a woman with white kerchief round her head and neck, 
singing, and holding a brown earthenware jug in her left hand.
